INQUILY aT THE MAGISTRACY,° 

At the Magistraoy this morning, Mr H. E. 
Wodehouse held an inquiry into the ciraum- 
retangea under which a Chinese boatman in 
the Chinese Imperial Maritime Custome met 
his death, A $ 

The body was found in Aberdeen Hartiour 
on the morning of the Sth inst. aod 
a‘ post’ morlem examination - was held 


that evening by Dr Cantlie, The statement 
of previous witnesses wes that four days 
proviously, the man fell overboard from .a 
boat while sttempting to board a launch at 
Capavimoon. His name was. Lau Lam Po, 
and ho was 24 yeare of age, 

Dr Cautlie, whs gave his evidence 
to-day, stated—I made 4 postmortem 
examination at the mortuary on the evening 
of the S:h inst. upon the body ‘of 0 
Chinese male adult, There was a flesh 
wound au the outer side of the left leg. 
Tho body was in an advanced state of do- 
The penis was cut off. The 
cause of death was shock occasioned by 
hemorhage, ‘There was no appearance of 


compasition, 


drowning, but the Junge wero in such a con- 
dition that it is difioult to aay with cor. 
tainty, Theomputation appeared to have 
been made during life. 1 think the mac was 
killed and then thrown into the water, 

His Worship—Your evidenca throws a 
new light on tho case, 

Dr Cantlie—I do not think the boat hook 
sould have caused the amputation, but it 
might have caused the wound on the leg, 

His Worship—The amputation was alaoet 
8 surgical operation ? 

Dr Canthie—Yea; it was 2 perfectty clean 
cut, May Ll ask if the man was on shore or 


on the launch ? 
His Worship—None of tho laanch people 
-have given their evidence. 


Dr Cantlic—It is absolutely cortain the 
amputation was dono intentionally; it was 
aot donc by chanco or acoidont, bat it is, 
very difficult’ to say whether it was done 
before or after death, In my opinion it was 
done befure death or immediately after 
death, for the purpose of mutilation or some 
other cause, The wound on the outer side 
of the leg was also inflicted before death. 
The wound appeared to be inflicted by ‘2 
Chinese hatchot just before death. The 
blow. must have been delivered down- 
wards, atriking (he leg just below the knee 
and exteading downwarda 10 inches; width 
of wound, 44 inches, J om not able to aay 
confidently that death did not result from 
drowning, but in my opinion it did not. I 
could not tell which wound wae first in- 
Hlicted. Iu my opinion the man must have 
been knocked down by the blow on the leg 
and the penis afterwards removed, 

Did the clothes show any signa of being 
aut through No; notacy, Ishould think 
the cluthesa must have been put on after the 
mao was dead. I did not notice any blood 
tains on the clothes, but assuming that ho 
had been four days in the water the stains 
would have been washed out, From the 
firat moment I assumed that the mao had 
been disabled by the firet blow, and that tho 
other injuries were thea inflicted, 

His “Worship—This- is very curious 
evidence indeed. I will adjourn the inquiry 
to this day week.

people in Chiva will be more and more 
endangered. 

I have abstained from dwelling upon the 
especially atrocious feature of the latest 
orims at Kutien; but I should fail in uy 
duty did I not acquaint your Lordship wit! 
the depth of feeling evinced by men of all 
nationalities at the foul murder of English 
women; a feeling aggravated almost beyond 
endarance by the impression that this mon- 
atrous orimo, liko so many others, will go 
unpunished, 

The Amerjcan community, acting in con- 
cert with tho British community, telegraphed 
to Washington; and a copy of their des- 
patch is also appended.

ANTI-FORBIGN DEMONSTRATION

Ox Monday afternoon, 5thinst., a foreiga 
lady and gentleman went fora short sail 
down the Yong river and landed a short 
distanoe helow Ningpo on the opposite side. 
They went o short distance inland und sat 
down in the shade of an ico-house, but they 
had not been there for long when-the lady 
became alarmed at the appearance cf a 
villainous-looking Chinamun who was 
watching thom intently, so she and her 
compapion decided to return to the boat. 
Ap they wore making their way to the river 
side, however, tho Chinaman began to 
shout, and soon collected s-crowd of field 
labourers who folldwed the‘rotreating for.

lauguage. The gentleman made the lady 
go on in front, while be kept a few paces 
behind. On this the londer of the mob, 
which by this time had becoma a yery large 
one, begon to throw stones and olods of 
earth at tha gentleman, who received 
several nosty koooke, but fortunately the 
foreiguers.were oot far from tho river, ond 
the. boatmen, seeing what was going on 
ashore, ran the boat close into the bank, 
s0 the lady and gontloman were able to got 
on board just in time before onything 
serious bad happened, and get away with- 
ont loss of time from the hostile. neigh- 
bourhood. It is the first instance fot many 
years of on anti-foreign feeling near Ning- 
po and the ineident has caused some 
Uneasiness-at that Settlemont.

OHINESE OPINION ON THE 
MAS6AORE. 

The following is a rough translation of 
the loader in the Sin-wen-pao referring to 
the ricts at Kucheng, While it seoms 
fairly reasonable, the sting in the tail 
should not ba neglected — 


China’s calamities aro at present very 
groat. Tho war with Japan had barely 
bean settled when the anti-missionary riots 
at Ohengtu broke out. Owing to this out- 
break; telegraphic instructions : wore sent 
from Peking to all tha Vioaroys and high 
officers reminding them that the mus- 
sionaries must be protected. These offi- 
cials at onco took all possible measures (!) 
but in spite of this, the Pingyang riot 
in Chekisang occurred, and now the 
Kuchong Massacre is reported, In 
this, besides the houses and property 
destroyed, a great’ number of mission- 
aries were killed and tortured, so that the 
occurrence is much more serious than any 
that precoded it. Yesterday a meating of 
the locat foreign official and merchants was 
held and the banks wore closed for this 
reason (!) The Forcignera in Fouchow held 
4 meeting over this affair also yosterday, 
and it is remarkable that thongh these 
placea ara.so far apart yot mootings wero 
held on the same aubject at ihe same time 
withont consultation with each other, By 
this means the smartness and rapidity of 
action of the foreigners will be seen. - It is 
said that in covsequonce of this massacre 
the Hongkong Government isuto’ send a 
forea to Fvoochow, and this, it’trua, ia 
frightful, and will causa our Governmont 
much trouble, When the news of the 
Chengtu riots reached Poking, the Princea 
and Ministers of the Taungli Yemen at 
once offered to psy for any damage done, 
but this the American Minister refused to 
accupt, he saying he had no power to do so. 
He frequently begged (note) that’ the 
leaders of the mobs be arrested, and moen- 
of-war of various nationalities were running 
up and down the Yangtse, taking orders to 
their nationals, and to propara for thoir 
defence, This Ohongta effair was rapidly 
nearing settlement, but now, on account of 
the Kucheng. affair, wo cannot say when it 
will be settled. When the Japanese tool 
possession of our territory snd ourarmy wan 
constantly defoated, the foreigners said it 
would be 3 gocd lesson to the Chinese. 
But, on tho contrary, riot after riot has 
broken out, and they are all much more 


serious than heretofore. By tho treaties, }: 


the missionaries are entitled to reside in 
the interior and to have protection, but the 
ignorant people will not obey the Imperial 
order, but havo, on tho contrary, tortured 
poor kind-hearted missionaries with the 
greatest cruelty, Their ideain acting thes 
16 to Wipe away tha disgrace on the nation, 
When the Kiangsi riots took place Sin 
Won-ching was governor, ond ns the people 
were thon acting from the same motive, he 
prohibited the ctiicials from punishing the 
people, telling his subordinates :—~ 
‘The foreigacrs havo boon io our 
country for a long time against, our 
will aod we should now allow the people 
to take revenge. You officials need not 
trouble yourselres, as E will myself pusish 
all crime committed.’ He thus took the 
blame, and afterwards petitioned for pun- 
ishment, but os ho was in favour at court, 
he waa not punished for the faithful action 
of the penpte. This tima alav the people 
are acting for faithfal reasons, and so can- 
not be called mobs, but they are stupid tu 
mix up with the mobs,
